To Test New Varieties of Plants 


Standard Varieties of Flowers and 
* Fruits Originated in Canada 

The Canadian Horticultural Council 
has drawn up rules and regulations for 
the trial plots where new varieties of 
plants submitted for registration will 
be tested before being certificated. 
These gardens will be confined to govy- 
ernment institutions, such as experi- 
mental farms and = agricultural col- 
leges. . Up to the end of 1923 eight 
new varieties of flowers and one new 
variety of strawberry had been accept- 
ed for recording with a view to ulti- 
mate registration. 

It has been decided by the board to 
record the origin and characteristics 
of some of the ‘standard varieties of 
fruits originated in Canada. These 
will include the ‘MelIntosh” and 
“Fameuse” apples, the “Hilborn” 
black raspberry, the ‘ ‘Joseelyn” foose- 
berry, the “Saunders” black currant, 
the “Fitzgerald” peach, and the 
“Windsor” cherry. 

Besides ‘the trial gardens, the cdun- 
efl will recognize demonstration gar- 
dens, the object. being to bring to the 
attention of the public such superior 
¥arieties of horticultural plants as are 
approved by the council. The dem- 
| Onstration gardens willbe conducted 
by responsible organizations such.as 
horticuitural societies.
